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PREFACE. 


Tuts little work is designed for those who have no know- 
ledge whatever of the Greek language, but who desire to 
study the original Scriptures of the New Testament. It 
is thought that if such persons could, at a comparatively 
trifling expenditure of time and labour, attain sufficient 
knowledge of Greek to read the New Testament in the 
original, they would gladly avail themselves of the means 
of obtaining a more intimate acquaintance with the letter 
of Scripture, than can be procured through the medium of 
the most accurate translations. 

To this attempt of placing the Greek Testament within 
the reach of all, may be objected the often repeated obser- 
vation, that we are already furnished with a good autho- 
rised version in our own language. It is true, indeed, that 
the English version is excellent in its place, and has been 
eminently blessed and useful; but still, it may be asked, 
who would turn from the lovely scenes of nature to gaze 
on the finest transcript of human art? In a translation, 
besides the risk of erroneous renderings, much of the 
fulness, power,and richness of the original is necessarily 
lost. 
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The plan pursued is the following :— 


I. There is a table of the Greek Characters with re- 
marks on the method of pronunciation, and on the systems 
of Declension, Conjugation, ete. 

II. The Etymology and Syntax of the language are 
taught practically, by means of an analytical and philo- 
logical exposition of the Sermon on the Mount. The text 
is given precisely as it occurs in the Greek Testament ; 
the exact English signification is appended to each word, 
and the learner is supplied with grammatical rules only as 
he requires them. 

III. Lastly, the learner is led from Analysis to Synthe- 
sis;—the rules and principles practically exemplified in 
the body of the work, are exhibited in orderly classifica- 
tion, and remarks are subjoined on the idioms and pecu- 


liarities of the Greek tongue. 


After the careful study of this little work, it is confi- 
dently anticipated that the learner will, with the aid of a 
lexicon, be enabled to read with ease the whole of the 
Greek Testament.

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Considerable discrepancy of opinion prevails among the learned 
concerning the proper sound of some of these letters, and as it 
is impossible at this distance of time to ascertain the mode of 
pronunciation among the ancient Greeks, the simplest plan is to 
consider each Greek letter as corresponding in sound to its cor- 
relative letter in our own alphabet, as shown in the above Table. 

Letters are in Greek, as in other languages, divilled into 
consonants and vowels. There are seven vowels, namely, ε, ἢ, 
0, @, ΟΣ bt, Vv. 

Every Greek word beginning with a vowel has a mark like a 
comma, placed over it. If the comma be turned the usual way, 
it is equivalent to the Hebrew δὲ, indicating that the vowel is 
unaspirated ; but a reversed comma standing over a vowel cor- 
responds with the 7 of oriental and the ἢ of modern languages. 
Thus ἥλιος (sun) is pronounced as if written helios, whereas ἐπὶ 
(upon) is simply read epi. The reversed comma is placed over p 
and v when they stand at the beginning of a word; (but observe, 
that when a word begins with a diphthong, the comma invariably 
stands over the second vowel.) Thus ῥοδὸν (a rose) is pro- 
nounced rhodon : υἷος (son) is pronounced why-os. 

Four of the consonants are called semi-vowels or liquids, from 
their readily flowing into and blending with other sounds. They 
are A, μ, v, p, to which may be added the sibilant or hissing 
letter ς 

The remaining consonants are called mutes, because they can- 
not be articulated without the aid of a vowel. They are divided 
into three classes, which, for the sake of distinction, are named 
according to the organs of articulation employed in pronouncing 
them. They are as follows : 

x, B, φ, called labials, from Lat. labium, a lip. 

k, γ; x, called palatals, because articulated by the organs in 
the back part of the mouth. 

τ, 5, 6, called dentals, from Lat. dens, a tooth. 

To each of these classes belongs a double letter, so called be 
cause combining the sound of σ᾽ with that of another consonant. 
Thus, (Labials) ms, Bs, ps, are equal to wp. 

(Palatals) ks, ys, XS) ἕξ. 
(Denta/s) Ts, ὃς, Ξε τ πὴ ζ. 
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It will appear, on a careful examination of the above mute 
consonants, that one letter in each of the three classes combines 
the sound of the letter ἢ with that of another consonant of the 
same class. ‘Thus ᾧ is pronounced like p-h, @ like ¢-h, and x 
(though now simply sounded like x) had formerly a guttural 
sound equivalent to k-h, which sound is still given to this letter 
by the Germans and other nations: for this reason ᾧ, x, and 6 
are called aspirates. Again, it will be observed that 8, y, ὃ, 
although not positively aspirated, have a rougher sound than 
7, Κι τὶ they are therefore called medials, as being neither so 
rough as the aspirates nor so smooth as the remaining mutes. 
Hence arises a very important subdivision of the mutes : 

Labials. Palatals. Dentals.

Note.—This classification of the consonants requires particular, 
attention, for on it are based the following rules, which regulate all 
the changes incident to the inflection and composition of words. 


I. When in the formation of words any one of the labials 
or palatals is brought into juxtaposition with the letter s, it 
Invariably coalesces with the s, so as to form a double letter; in 
fact, Ψ' may be regarded as only an abbreviated mode of writing 
ms, Bs, and ds, and € as an abbreviation of xs, ys, and χς. For 
instance, in adding ¢ to the root βλεβ, the syllable produced is 
not βλεβς, but Brey: so Aey by the addition of ς is converted 
into Ae€ (not Aeys). The dentals, on the other hand, are totally ab- 
sorbed by s, and cannot stand before it: thus in adding ¢ to wed, 
I produce not πειθς, but simply πεις. When the letter » precedes 
the rejected dental, it likewise shares in the rejection; but it 
thereby occasions the lengthening of the preceding vowel, ε into 
et, and o into ov: thus, by placing ς after the dental in the word 
σπενδω, the word is converted into ore, not crevdco. 


I. A palatal and a labial letter are never found side by side in 
a Greek word: when two mute consonants of different classes 
meet in a word or syllable, the latter is always a dental, preceded, 
as the case may be, by a labial or a palatal. 
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II. Two mutes occurring together must always be of the 
same kind; that is to say, @ can only be preceded by ᾧ or y, 
ὃ by β or y, and τ by 7 or x: the dentals being the only class of 
mutes employed in producing the various changes of composition 
and inflection, never vary ¢heir form to produce this agreement, 
but compel the preceding labial or palatal to conform to them : 
thus, in adding the termination θην to ἐτυπ', it would be incorrect 
to write ἐτυπθην, for @ being aspirate, requires the preceding 
consonant to merge into the aspirate of its own class; thus, 
erupOnv. The only exception to this very important rule is ἐκ 
(out of) in compound words; e.g. ἐκδίδωμι. Three consonants 
cannot stand together unless the first or last be a liquid. 


IV. All letters may be doubled (e. g. μέλλω) except aspirates : 
double aspirates are rarely found; but when they do occur, the 
first is converted into the corresponding smooth letter: this 
principle is carried so far, that even when two aspirates begin 
two consecutive syllables, the first is almost invariably changed 
into a smooth: thus, if it be required to prefix the syllable de 
to φίληκα, the @ of the adjunct must first merge into 7: 6. g. 
πεφίληκα, not φεφίληκα. 

V. The letter » has ἃ convertive power over the three classes 
of mutes ; when immediately preceded by a labial or a palatal, 
it converts the former into μ, and the latter into y, whereas the 
dentals before » always pass into s. So great is the affinity of 
the dentals with the letter s, that when two dentals are brought 
together, the former often changes into s. 


VI. The letter ν can stand only before dentals : before labials 
it becomes p: before a liquid, assimilation takes place, so that 
before ἃ it becomes A, before p it becomes p, &c. Before palatals 
ν is converted into y: but observe, that whenever y is found 
before another y, or either of the other palatals, it is always pro- 
nounced like n; thus ἄγγελος (angel) is pronounced angelos, not 
aggelos. 


Vowets.—Similar rules cannot be given to explain the changes 
incident to vowels in the formation and inflection of words, for 
the laws upon which these changes are conducted are beyond 
the present limits of our knowledge. The contraction of vowels 
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is, however, of constant occurrence in the Greek language, espe- 
cially in the Attic dialect; the principles upon which contraction 
is carried on, are the following : 


1. a, τ, v, when followed by a short vowel, sometimes become 
long, and absorb the short vowel in nouns of the third declen- 
sion; thus the v in ἰχθύες and ἰχθύας excludes the following vowel, 
and the word is contracted to ἰχθῦς. 

2. The long vowels (y and w) absorb all short vowels that may 
precede or follow them ; thus τιμάω becomes τιμῶ, and φιλέω, Pro. 

3. ea is regularly contracted into n, as τείχεα, τείχη. 

4. ae and ay are contracted into a, as τίμαε, τίμα. 

5. ee is contracted into εἰ (pronounced like ze in lie), as φιλέετε, 
φιλεῖτε : ea, in the ace. of nouns, 3rd declension, also become εἰ; 
as πόλεας, πόλεις. 

6. ao, aw, aov, oa, and on, are all contracted into ὦ, as αἰδόα, αἰδῶ. 

7. 00, o€, εο, are contracted into ov (pronounced like ow in 
house), as πλόος, πλοῦς---τείχεος, τείχους. 

8. o is dropped before the diphthongs οἱ, ov, as χρυσόου, 
χρυσοῦ. 

9. oe. and oy are contracted in the indicative and subjunctive 
moods of verbs into οὐ (pronounced like oy in boy), as χρυσύει, 
χρυσοῖ : but in the infinitive oe. becomes ov, as χρυσόειν, χρυσοῦν. 

10. As a general rule, however, for the contraction of a syl- 
lable in which ὁ is found in combination with a diphthong, it 
is useful to bear in mind that the diphthong must first be 
subjected to the above rules of contraction, and that, where prac- 
ticable, the « is then to be subscript or written beneath it: thus 
to contract the vowels ca: in τύπτεαι, it is necessary first to 
resolve the ea into ἡ by Rule 8, and then write the « beneath it : 
thus, τύπτῃ. No difference in sound is produced by « subscript, 
although the Greeks most probably made a distinction in the 
pronunciation of ἡ and 7, of and ῳ. 


The circumflex accent (7) often stands over a contracted syl- 
lable, 6. g. τιμῶ. The use of accents in general is to indicate the 
syllable upon which the stress of the voice is to be laid. 
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INFLECTION.—DECLENSION. 


Inflection signifies the alterations made in the roots or ground- 
forms of words, to express variations of tense, case, &c. 

By declension is meant a system of altering the terminations 
of nouns, so as to express, by means of these modifications, the 
same relations that are in English expressed by means of pre- 
positions. To declension belongs case. 

In Greek, as in English, a noun is said to be in the nominative 
case when it is the subject of the verb. The genitive case in 
Greek may in some respects be compared to the English pos- 
sessive, although it has a far wider range of application. 

The vocative case in Greek, as in other languages, is used 
when an address is made to a person; of the two remaining cases 
the accusative is the direct, and the dative the indirect, object of 
the verb. 

There are three genders, masculine, feminine, and neuter ; 
also three numbers, the plural and singular, as in English, and 
the dual; but as the dual does not occur at all in the New Testa- 
ment, and rarely in the later Greek writers, it is not inserted 
in the following paradigms. 

The system of declension adopted by the Greeks is so simple 
and uniform, that the learner, by committing to memory the two 
following pronouns, will possess the key to the whole subject :

Observe, that all nouns ending in 7, and some in a, as, ns, are 
declined upon the same model as the relative pronoun feminine 
(#), and are said to belong to the first declension. 

Nouns ending in os are declined like the relative pronoun 
masculine (és), and those in ov, like the neuter (6): they com- 
pose the second declension. 

The third declension is framed upon the same model as τις, 
and has a great variety of endings in the nom. case. Observe, 
that while the cases of the first two declensions are formed by 
altering the final letter or letters of the nominative, the third 
declension (here represented by rs) assumes an additional sylla- 
ble in the oblique cases, to distinguish them from the nominative. 
See Special Remarks on the third Declension, page 9.

The contractions of this declension will be easily understood 
by reference to page 5. Thus, by Rule 7, ἁπλόος is contracted 
into ἁπλοῦς, ὀστέον into ὀστοῦν, and so in every word in which a 
concurrence of vowels takes place, one or other of the Rules 
in page 5, will be found applicable. 
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Sprecran Remarks on tue THirp Decirension.—Nouns of 
this declension ending in a, ἐ, v are neuter; those in ὦ are femi- 
nine; and those in ν, ἕξ, p, s, py are of all genders: but it must 
be borne in mind that personal appellatives, whatever may be the 
termination, rarely depart from the natural gender. In nouns 
of this declension the root of the word must be sought in the 
genitive and not in the nominative case, for the following reason : 
it is a law in Greek, that no word can end in any consonant 
except v, p, or s; therefore in the construction of the nomi- 
native it was necessary (unless, indeed, the root ended in a 
vowel) to add one of these consonants as a final; and this ad- 
dition called into operation the Rules given in page 3, whereby 
the original letters of the root became more or less altered. For 
instance, by omitting the final os (which is merely the sign of 
the genitive) in χαρίεντος, the root of the word is found, viz. 
yaptevr : this root cannot, however, stand alone as the nomi- 
native case, until one of the final consonants (v, p, or s) be added 
to it: in adding s, Rule I. requires the omission of the v7, and 
the lengthening of the vowel ¢ into εἰ : the nominative case, con- 
structed upon these principles, therefore becomes χαρίεις. When 
the root terminates in a labial or palatal letter, this addition of ς 
in the nominative causes the junction or union of the two sounds, 
(Rule I.) producing the double letters y and €: thus of the 
genitive σαρκός (root σάρκ) the nom. is σάρξ : so of the gen. 
ὠπός (root dz) the nom. is dy. A few examples will serve fur- 
ther to illustrate this declension.

Expianations.—The dative plural is always formed by the 
addition of σι, but according to Rule I, page 3, it would be 
incorrect to write Neovrov: the ν and 7 are therefore rejected 
before o, and the vowel o is lengthened into ov. ᾿Ανήρ presents 
an example of a class of words which sometimes drop the vowel ε 
in most of the cases, and take a after the p in the dative plural.

daughter, gen. θυγατρός, and a few others, belong to this class. 
Neuter nouns are declined like σῶμα, and observe that in this 
declension, as well as in the second, the nominative, accusative, 
and vocative cases of neuter nouns are always alike, and that in 
the plural these cases end in a: ea by contraction becomes ἢ, as 
τείχεα, τείχη : see Rule 8. Some words ending in ἐς and vs, 
form the accusative singular, like πόλις, by changing the s of the 
nominative into ν, as in the first two declensions. 


Avgsectives, ApJECTIVE Pronouns, PARTICIPLES, AND THE 
ARTICLE, being declined precisely by the same system as that 
already explained, require little illustration. Most adjectives 
ending in os have three terminations, masculine, feminine, and 
neuter: when the os is preceded by a vowel or by p, the feminine 
is formed in a, otherwise it ends in ἡ, as φίλος, φίλ;,, φίλον, 
friendly ; μακρός, μακρά, μακρόν, long. Adjectives and partici- 
ples are declined, according to their terminations, like nouns of 
the first, second, or third declension ; and the Rules above given 
respecting nouns, apply with equal force to them. ‘Thus, adjec- 
tives and participles ending in as, evs, nv, vs, wv, and ὡς are, in 
the masculine, declined like nouns of the third declension ; but 
the feminine as it ends in a, is declined like nouns of the first

Adjectives are generally compared by the addition of repos 
to the positive for the comparative degree, and of raros for the

CONJUGATION. 


There are in Greek three voices, the active and passive, which 
are of the same import as in other languages; and the middle, so 
called because it has a middle signification between the active 
and the passive. The middle voice is analogous to the Hithpaél 
form of the Hebrew conjugation, and the reuective verbs of the 
Sanscrit and French, and signifies what a person does fo or for 
himself; thus, περιῤῥῆξαι χιτῶνα signifies to tear a garment, with- 
out specifying whose garment is meant; but περιῤῥήξασθαι χι- 
tava signifies to tear one’s own garment. 

There are five moods—the indicative, subjunctive, optative, 
imperative, and infinitive. 

The Greek present, imperfect, perfect, pluperfect, and future 
tenses, are generally used in the same way as the corresponding 
tenses in English. The aorist corresponds with the French pre- 
terite and the Latin perfect in designating what is completely 
past, as ἔτυψα, 1 struck. ‘The passive voice has a tense peculiar 
to itself, called the paulo-post future, or third future: it denotes, 
in general, that an action will be performed or event take place 
at some future time, after another action or event mentioned in 
the sentence. 

The variations of mood, tense, &c., are expressed in Greek chiefly 
by means of prefixes and affixes; some tenses are in many in- 
stances further distinguished by changes in the letters composing 
the root of the verb. 


Prerixes.—Three tenses of the indicative mood, viz., the imper- 
fect and the two forms of the aorist, are distinguished by the addition 
of ε (technically called the augment), which is placed before the 
first letter of the root: thus by prefixing ε to the root Ae, ἔλεξα, 
the Ist pers. sing. aor. 1, is formed. If the verb begin with p, 
on prefixing ε the p is doubled. Ifthe verb begin with a vowel, 
a contraction takes place, and the prefix either blends with or 
is absorbed by the initial vowel, according to the Rules given 
page 5: thus, ε prefixed to the root dy would produce εἄγον, but 

Q* 
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by the 3rd rule of contraction (page 5) the diphthong ea, merg- 
ing into ἡ, produces ἦγον ;—so also instead of writing edurewy 
(from aizéw), the vowels are contracted so as to form ἥτεον by 
the 10th rule of contraction (page 5). The vowels 0, 1, v when 
initial become long, and the prefixed ε is, as it were, absorbed by 
them, 6. g. ὠνόμαζον from ὀνομάζω. See Rules 1 and 2. When 
ε is initial, it is converted into εἰ with the prefixed e (according 
to Rule 5) in ἔχω, ἔπω, ἐθίζω, and a few other verbs; but it is 
far more frequently changed into n, as ἤλέησα from ἐλεέω. 

The perfect, pluperfect, and paulo-post future, likewise receive 
ε as a prefix precisely in the mode indicated above, except when 
the verb begins with a single consonant; in this latter case a 
peculiar prefix called reduplication is substituted for the augment ; 
it consists in the repetition of the initial consonant of the verb 
fullowed by ε, as τέ-τυφα, from the root τυῴ. When two con- 
sonants stand at the beginning of a verb, the augment (e) only 
can be used; unless, indeed, the second consonant be a liquid, 
when the reduplication is admissible. When a verb commences 
with an aspirate (¢, x, or 6), Rule IV (page 4), requires that 
in forming the reduplication the corresponding smooth letter be 
substituted for the aspirate: thus, instead of writing Oe as the 
reduplication of the root θέρικα, the @ is changed into τ, forming 
τε-θέρικα for θε-θέρικα. A preposition is often prefixed to a verb 
so as to form a compound word (as in English to wp-set, to 
under-go), and the augment is generally, but not always, placed 
between the preposition and the verb, as προσ-έ-βαλλον, from 
προσ-βάλλω. When the verb begins with a vowel, the rules of 
contraction alluded to above, and given at length, page 5, will be 
found applicable. 

The pluperfect of those verbs which take the reduplication is 
distinguished from the perfect and the paulo-post future by « 
being prefixed to the reduplication; e.g. ἐ-τε-τύφειν, from the 
root rup. The pluperfect tense does not occur in any mood but 
the indicative. The perfect and paulo-post future retain their 
reduplication (or augment) in all the moods, whereas the aug- 
ment of the imperfect and aorists is used only in the indicative, 
and is dropped in the other moods. 


~ 
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Arrixrs or Trerminations.—Besides these prefixes, certain 
combinations of letters are, for the further distinction of tense 
and person, added as terminations to the root of the verb. These 
terminations will present no difficulty to the learner, if the verb 
εἰμὶ (1 am) be first committed to memory, for owing to the ana- 
logy pervading all Greek verbs, εἰμὴ may be regarded as a model 
upon which the terminations of other verbs may be constructed. 

Observe, that while the subjunctive mood, active voice, is 
precisely the same (in respect of personal terminations) as the 
subjunctive mood of εἰμί. the indicative mood of all regular verbs 
forms its terminations upon very similar principles; the termina- 
tions of the tenses of the first three moods, active voice, are sub- 
joined, and explanations of the mode of incorporating them with 
the roots of verbs, will be found below:

Column I exhibits the present tense subjunctive of εἰμί, which, 
on comparison with the terminations of the first three moods of 
the active voice of regular verbs (given in the parallel columns), 
will be found identical with the personal endings of the subjunc- 
tive, and, in many respects, similar to those of the other moods. 


Column IT exhibits the terminations of the present and future 
tenses: the present tense is generally formed by adding these 
terminations to the root of the verb, as, λέγτω 7 say, λέγ-εις thou 
sayest, &c., from the root λέγ: sometimes, however, a super- 
numerary consonant appears in the present, as τύπτω, from the 
root tux. But whether the original root of the verb be changed 
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or unchanged in the present, the imperfect is invariably formed 
from the present by substituting the terminations of Column III 
for those of Column J, and prefixing the augment; thus, ἔ-τυπτ-ον 
is formed from τύπτω. Grammarians assume the Ist pers. sing. 
of the present tense indicative as the root of the verb, and in 
most Greek lexicons verbs are ranged under this part of the 
verb, because, by omitting the final w, the root of the verb itself 
is in most cases found; thus, of λείπω, the root is λείπ. 


The first future is formed by introducing the letter σ᾽ between 
the root of the verb and the personal terminations of Column IL; 
thus, rav-c-. In adding this o, the Rules given page 3, must 
be strictly followed; if, for instance, the root of the verb ter- 
minate with a labial or a guttural, the o must coalesce there- 
with (by Rule I), forming the double letter y or & as στέφ, 
στέψω (not orep-c-w), ἄγ, ἄξω : by the same Rule the insertion 
of o causes the rejection of dentals, as from avir is formed not 
avit-o-@ but ἀνύσω : so πέρθω, πέρσω. ‘The ancient form of the 
future seems to have been in ecw; and indeed in certain verbs 
of which the roots terminate in a vowel, the future is formed by 
lengthening the vowel; and it is probable that this prolongation 
of the vowel sound originally resulted from the contraction 
formed between the two vowels on the addition of the old form 
ecw: 6. 5. φιλήσω, from the root pure ; τιμήσω, from tia; χρυ- 
σώσω, from χρυσο. (See Rem. on the Augment, page 15.) 
Several verbs in ew only take o in the future without further 
change, τελέω, τελέσω. As some verbs dropped the ε of the 
ancient termination of the future, so others appear to have 
dropped the o; and this is more especially the case with all 
verbs of which the root terminates in a liquid; such verbs in- 
variably form the future in ew, but a contraction always ensues 
between the two vowels: e. g. κρίνω (1 judge) forms in the 
future κρινῶ, the circumflex accent being always placed over the 
w, as indicative of the contraction that has taken place. 


Column III exhibits the terminations of the imperfect and of 
the second aorist; both tenses take the same augment, and the 
only difference between them is, that the former always adopts 
any addition to the root of the verb that may have crept into the 
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present tense, whereas the latter as invariably returns to the 
short root of the verb, and, when practicable, shortens the pen- 
ultimate ; e. g. ἔτυπτον; imperf. fr. τύπτω : 2 aor. ἔτυπτον (omitting 
the τ that had been added to the root); so, ἔλειπον, imperf. fr. 
λείπ: 2 aor. ἔλιπον. 

Column IV exhibits the terminations of the Ist aorist and of 
the perfect ; and Column V, those of the pluperfect. ‘The first 
aorist is formed precisely like the future, by inserting o between 
the root of the verb and the personal terminations; and this 
ansertion is subjected to the same Rules alluded to above; 6. g. 
ἔτυψα, root rum. Liquid verls (1. 6. verbs of which the root 
terminates in a liquid letter) form the first aorist by adding the 
personal terminations to the short root of the verb, but they 
lengthen any short vowel that may be present in the root; e. g. 
ἔνειμα, from the root vez; and a is generally lengthened into 7 
(though sometimes a is only changed into ἃ) ; as ἔφηνα, from the 
root dav. 

The perfect is formed by prefixing the reduplication, and 
inserting the letter x betw2en the root of the verb and the ter- 
minations in Column IV; if a dental stand at the end of the 
root, it is rejected; as πέπεικα, from the root πείθ; ἤγγελκα, 
from ayyeA. The « is not introduced, however, if the root ter- 
minate in a labial or a palatal, as in that case the final letter 
merges into its corresponding aspirate, 7 and 8 into ᾧ, and x 
and y into x; as τέτυφα, from rum; τέτριφα, from τριβ ; πέ- 
πλεχα, from mex. The pluperfect may be readily formed from 
the perfect, by substituting the terminations of Column V for 
those of the perfect, and prefixing e to the reduplication of the 
perfect : 6. g. ἐ-τετύφ-ειν, from rérup-a; ἐ-τετρίφ-ειν, from τέ- 
tpup-a ; ἐ-πεπλέχ-ειν, from πέπλεχα. Some verbs have a second 
perfect and pluperfect (generally called the middle) formed im- 
mediately from the root of the verb, without the intervention 
either of « or of an aspirate ; e. g. πέφευγ-α ἐ-πεφεύγ-ειν, from 
bevy: the ε of the present is in these tenses often changed into 
0, aS AeNourra, from evr; and in some verbs this change takes 
place even in the first or aspirated perfect, as κέκλοφα, from 
κλεπ. 

The Rules given for the formation of the tenses of the indicae 
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tive, apply to the tenses of the other moods. The subjunctive 
mood has four tenses, the present, perfect, and first and second 
aorist, which are formed by the Rules given above, merely sub- - 
stituting the terminations of Column VI for those of the indica- 
tive: 6. g. from τέτυφ-α, the perfect of the indicative, is formed 
τετύφω, the perfect of the subjunctive. 

The optative mood has a present, a future, two aorists, and a 
perfect tense; the terminations of the Ist aorist (as shown in 
Column VIII) are characterized by the vowel a; e.g. from 
ἔτυψ-α, the Ist aor. indic., is formed τύψ-αιμι, the Ist aor. opta- 
tive. The vowel a is likewise a characteristic of the 1st aor. in 
the imperative and infinitive moods, and ‘n the participle. 

The construction of the subjoined paradigm will be understood 
by reference to the Rules given above: it comprises all the 
remaining forms of the active voice.

Remarxs.—Observe, that the terminations of the perfect do 
not begin with a vowel; the final letter of the root of the verb, 
when a consonant, is therefore altered by the addition of these 
terminations according to the Rules, page 3. ‘Thus a labial is 
(by the addition of 1) converted into μ in the first person sin- 
gular, 6. ρ΄. réruppa, from the root rum, and a palatal is, by the 
same rule, changed into y before μὲ; as εὖγμαι, from the root evy : 
so a dental before μ is changed into o, as πεπείσμαι, from the 
root πειθ. The termination of the first person plural also com- 
mences with μ, and therefore produces the same changes in the 
verbal root to which it is added. The termination of the second 
person singular commences with o (wav), and the final letter of 
the root to which it is added is subjected to the mutations spe- 
cified in Rule J, page 3, and detailed in the remarks on the first 
future active. The termination of the third person singular 
commences with a smooth letter (ται), and therefore requires the 
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preceding letter to be smooth also ; and upon the same principle 
the termination (θε) of the second person plural requires the 
consonant to which it is affixed to be aspirated. The termina- 
tion of the third person plural is vrai, and cannot be used in 
verbs of which the roots terminate in a consonant, because by 
rule III (page 4) three consonants cannot stand together; a 
periphrasis therefore is adopted, and the perfect participle used 
in conjunction with the third person plural of the present tense 
of the auxiliary εἰμί. 

The paulo-post future is formed upon the same Rules as those 
indicated for the formation of the first future active, page 18 ; 
the terminations ona, &e. are substituted for a, evs, &c., and the 
reduplication of the perfect is prefixed. 

The first and second futures are both formed by adding their 
respective terminations as given above, to the pure root of the 
verb; as the termination of the first future commences with an 
aspirate (6), it requires the final letter of the root, when a con- 
sonant, to be aspirated also. 

The remaining forms of the indicative passive, and their sim1- 
larity, in point of terminations, with those of εἰμὶ, are shown in 
the following paradigm :

The middle voice is generally conjugated like the passive, and 
can only be distinguished from the passive, in point of significa- 
tion, by means of the context: it possesses, however, future and 
sorist forms peculiar to itself.

Contracted verbs will be readily distinguished from the regu- 
lar uncontracted forms by reference to the rules of contraction, 
page 5. Verbs, of which the root terminates in a vowel, are 
susceptible of contraction in the present and imperfect tense of 
all the moods, and are therefore called contracted (or pure) 
verbs: e. g. φιλέω is by Rule 3 contracted to φιλῶ, φιλέεις to 
φιλεῖς, &c. 


VERBs IN pt.—Some verbs having roots terminating in ε, a, 
o, and v, have a peculiar mode of forming the present, imperfect, 
and second aorist tenses; they are technically called “ verbs in 
yu,” because they form the Ist pers. sing. pres. indic., by adding 
pt instead of ὠ (as in other verbs) to the root. The terminations 
are, however, formed upon the same analogy as those already 
described ; and these irregular tenses only differ from the cor- 
responding tenses of other verbs in the following particulars : 


1. The letter « is prefixed to the root of the verb, and the final 
vowel of the zoot is lengthened in the three persons singular of 
the indicative mood ; as ¢-arn-p, from πτάτω. Where euphony 
will permit, the initial consonant of the root is prefixed to this 
additional 1, as δί-δω-μι, from δότω ; when the root begins with 
an aspirate, the corresponding smooth is prefixed, as τί-θη-μι, 
from θέτω. Dissyllable and a few other roots take no prefix, as 
δείκνυ-μι, from δεικνύ-ω. 


2. The terminations added to these irregular tenses commence 
with a consonant, which is joined to the final vowel of the root : 
as φά-μεν, φά-τε, &c., not -ομεν; -ere, as in other verbs.

The terminations of the subjunctive are precisely the same as 
in other verbs (as ὦ, 7s, 7, &c.) except in verbs of which the 
root ends in o, when all the persons are formed with o, as a, 
os, @, Χο. The terminations of the optative conjoin ὁ with the 
final vowel of the verb, as ἱστα-ί-ην, τιθε-ί-ην. 

The imperfect, active and passive, are formed, as in other 
verbs, immediately from the present, by prefixing the augment, 
as φη-μί, ἔ-φη-ν : when the prefix ¢ is used, it remains unaltered 
in the imperfect, as ἵστη-μι, imp. ἵστη-ν. 

The second aorist differs only from the imperfect in rejecting 
whatever prefix may stand before the root of the verb in the pre- 
sent tense; for which it substitutes the simple augment ε, as 
ἔ-δων, from δί-δωμι ; ἔ-στην, from ἵ-στημι. 

Observe, that most of the verbs in μὲ form the first aorist in 
ka, as ἔθηκα, ἔθηκας, ἔθηκε, &c.

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Derrctive anp IRREGULAR VERBS.—Verbs are called irre- 
gular when any addition or change of letters is introduced into 
the root. Sometimes, for instance, the root is lengthened by the 
addition of τ, as in τύπττω (J strike) from rum; βλάπττω (J 
ture) from βλαβ : sometimes a palatal or a dental is superseded 
by oo or tr, as κηρύσσω (1 proclaim) from knpuk; πράσσω or 
πράττω I do, from πραγ. The double letter ¢ (=60c) often takes 
the place of a dental, and even of a palatal, and is sometimes 
placed after the final vowel of some roots ; as φράζω (J tell), root 
ppad; κράζω (1 ery), root κραγ; ἁρμόζω (1 fit), root ἁρμό. In 
many cases ox is inserted in the root, as ynpa-ox-w (I grow old), 
root ynpa; διδάσκω (I teach), root διδαχ; γινώσκω (1 know), 
root yvo. These irregularities, however, occur only in the pre- 
sent and imperfect tenses, the rest of the verb being formed from 
the original root. 

Some verbs of which the roots terminate in a consonant, form 
their perfect and pluperfect tenses as if a vowel were attached to 
the end of the root, as μεμένηκα (1 have remained), root peve, 
original root μεν ; so βέβληκα (1 have thrown) for βέβαληκα, root 
Bax. 

Defective verbs are those of which some tenses have been lost 
or have fallen into disuse : the deficiency is supplied by borrow- 
ing the missing tenses from other verbs of similar signification ; 
e.g. εἷλον, the aorist of the root eA (signifving to éake) having 
no present tense of its own, assumes the present and several other 
tenses, from the root aipe; thus, αἱρέω (J take), perf. ἤρηκα. 


InprecrinaBLte Worps or Particies.—Certain classes of 
words, namely, prepositions, conjunctions, and adverbs, are not 
susceptible of declension, but retain their primitive form, what- 
ever relation they may bear to other words of the same sentence. 

The use and office of particles are exemplified in Part I, and 
a list of prepositions with the cases they govern, is given in 
Part III.

GRAMMATICAL Remarks.—Ver. 3. In the first clause of this 
verse, observe the exemplification of a rule of such frequent 
occurrence, that we need not again refer to it, viz. the agreement 
of the article (of) and the adjective (μακάριοι) with the noun 
to which they belong (πτωχοὶ), in number, gender, and case. 
πτωχοί ( poor) is here, as in English, an adjective substantively 
used. Sometimes πτωχός is translated beggar, see Lu. 16. 20, 
“there was a certain beggar.” The word πτωχός conveys the 
idea of utter beggary and destitution, and in this respect differs 
in meaning from the word πένης, which also signifies a poor 
man, but one who gets a livelihood by labour: this latter word 
occurs in 2 Cor. 9. 9, “he hath given to the poor,” τοῖς πένησιν. 

With respect to the article, it will be observed, here and else- 
where, that it is sometimes used precisely as in English; and 
that it is also sometimes prefixed, as in French, Italian, &c., to 
nouns having a definite signification. It will be likewise seen 
from this first clause that, by throwing the article and noun into 
the dative case, the same meaning is conveyed as by our pre- 
position in. 
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The particle ὅτι is used in this and the following verses in 
a causal signification, equivalent to because or for. For further 
instances of its application, see Part III. 

The pronoun αὐτῶν (gen. of αὐτός) here stands instead of 
a possessive pronoun. 

The expression ἡ βασιλεία τῶν οὐρανῶν is peculiar to Matthew, 
and occurs six times in the sermon before us. ‘The other inspired 
writers substitute the phrase “ kingdom of God” (see Lu. 6.20); 
and this latter phrase, although not rejected by Matthew, occurs 
only once in this sermon (chap. 6. ver. 33), and only three times 
besides in the whole Gospel. According to the Hebrew idiom, 
the word heaven is here plural, for Jewish writers speak of a 
plurality of heavens; and in the Hebrew language the word 
heaven has, in fact, no singular. See Dan. 4. 26, “the heavens 
do rule.” 

Ver. 4. A participle, preceded by an article, often in Greek 
bears the same signification as a pronoun, a relative, and a verb 
in English; thus, in this verse, the words οἱ πενθοῦντες are equi- 
valent in meaning to the phrase “‘ they who mourn.” 

Although in Greek, as in English, each of the three persons 
singular and plural has a pronoun belonging to it (as ἐγώ I, ov 
thou, &e., see Part I), yet the pronoun αὐτός is very commonly 
placed as a substitute for these pronouns. It is more especially 
used instead of the pronouns of the. third person, singular and 
plural ; thus αὐτοί is here used as the third person plural, and 
signifies they. The same mode of using this pronoun is to be 
remarked in the following verses. 

The verb παρακαλέω is an example of the force of prepositions 
in composition. The verb καλέω simply signifies to call (see 
ver. 9); but when παρά, ἴο, is prefixed, it conveys the idea of 
comforting, encouraging, and exhorting, an idea evidently arising 
from the expression ¢o call to. 

Ver. 5. The transitive verb κληρονομήσουσι (shall inherit) 
here governs, as in English, the ace. case. The word γῆ (acc. 
γῆν) is sometimes used to denote the earth in its widest sense, 
that is, as opposed to the heavens and the sea; and sometimes to 
denote a particular portion of land, or a country 

Ver. 6. The participles πεινῶντες and διψῶντες, with the 
article prefixed, are used here in the same way as that indicated 
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in the remark on ver. 4. These participles, being regarded as 
transitive verbs, are made to govern the ace. case. 

Ver. 8. In the last clause of this verse is an example of the 
case preceding the verb by which it is governed; ὄψονται here 
governs the preceding noun (τὸν Θεόν) in the ace. case. 

Ver. 9. Ἑἰρηνοποιοί is a compound word, composed of εἰρήνη, 
peace, and ποιέω, [ make, and has evidently an active signification. 
Observe in the second clause of this verse, that possession can 
be expressed by means of the gen. case, without the intervention 
of a preposition ; thus viol Θεοῦ signifies sons of God. 

Ver. 10. In the first clause of this, as well as in the first 
clause of all the preceeding verses, observe that the auxiliary verb 
(the copula) is omitted; this omission is of very common occur- 
rence in Greek as in Latin. 

"Evexev (for the sake of), sometimes written ἕνεκα, is always 
followed by the gen. case. 

For the phrase “ἡ βασιλεία τῶν odpavay,” see Obs. on ver. 8. 

Ver. 11. Here are three verbs (united by the conjunction καί) 
thrown into the subjunctive mood, because preceded by ὅταν, a 
particle of time; ὅταν, whenever, is compounded of ὅτε, when, and 
the particle dv. The nom case of these three verbs is implied 
but not expressed. This is an indefinite form of expression 
common to many languages; thus, in English, we use the phrase 
“they say,” an indefinite number of persons being the antecedent 
ti they. Ka@ (before a consonant κατά) is followed by the geni- 
tive case when, as in this instance, speaking against a person is 
implied. 

The partic. ψευδόμενοι, agreeing with the implied subject of the 
preceding verbs in gender, number, and case, is here used instead 
of an adverb. 

Ver. 12. Observe in the second clause of this verse, that ὑμῶν, 
the gen. pl. of ὑμεῖς, is used instead of a possessive pronoun. The 
gen. case of the personal pronouns often stands in Greek where 
we use the possessive pronoun. The preposition ἐν, in, always re- 
quires the noun or pronoun following it to be put in the dat. case. 

Ἐδίωξαν is another example of a verb being used without an 
expressed nominative ; see ver. 11. 

The noun (προφήτας) following this verb is, as in English, m 
the ace. case. 
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Much misapprehension exists concerning the meaning of the 
word προφήτης : it has generally been regarded as equivalent to 
eur word prophet or seer, whereas it might more justly be trans- 
lated a proclaimer, for it strictly signifies one who speaks for 
another, and more especially, in the classics, one who makes 
known the will of a god: μάντις is the classical term for a seer 
or diviner. 

In the final clause of this verse, a peculiarity of the Greek lan- 
guage is exemplified in the use of the article (τοὺς) where we use 
the relative and the verb.

GrammaticaL Remarxns.—Ver. 13. μωρανθῇ is in the subj.

There are two negative particles in Greek, οὐ and μή: οὐ is 
used when direct denial or negation is intended; μή is used when 
some condition is implied, or reservation made. 

"E£o, from ἐκ or ἐξ, is one of the adverbs that are formed from 
prepositions by adding w; they all signify place: to this class 
belong ἄνω (from ava) above, κάτω, below, εἴσω, within, and ἐπάνω, 
for which see ver. 14. 

The prep. ὑπό here signifies instrumentality, and governs the 
genitive case, being equivalent to our prep. by; in ver.

Ver. 14. Δύναμαι answers to our auxiliary verbs may and 
can. 

Adverbs derived from prepositions can govern the same cases

Ver. 16. In this verse οὕτω and ὅπως may be called correla- 
tive or reciprocal words, as the former signifies so, the latter 
that : οὕτω is derived from the demonstrative pronoun οὗτος, this, 
and is written οὕτως, for the sake of euphony, before a vowel :

Observe, again, in this verse, the frequent employment in 
Greek of the genitive case of the personal, instead of the posses- 
sive pronoun.

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Grammatican Remarxs.—Ver. 17. The particle 7, here 
equivalent in meaning to our word or, is sometimes put at the 
beginning of a question, and then answers to our whether; it is 
thus used in this sermon, chap.

Ver. 18. ᾿Αμήν is a Hebrew word (2.2) signifying truth 
and faithfulness, and is hence used as an adverb of affirmation. 

‘The 
Greek language is particularly rich in particles. We have no 
word precisely answering to the particle ἄν, although it is in 
some respects equivalent to the Latin forté, and to our probably : 
its general effect in a sentence is, to render the assertion con- 
ditional or dependent on circumstances. 

In the second phrase of this verse it is remarkable that, con- 
trary to the general analogy of language, the verb (παρέλθῃ) is 
in the singular number, although the two nouns (οὐρανός and 
yn) in the nom. case, joined together by the copulative con}. καί; 
would seem to require the verb connected with them to be in the 
plural number. Here, however, the verb agrees only with the 
noun that stands next to it, and the second noun must therefore 
be regarded as a supplemental idea. 

Tota being the smallest letter in the Greek alphabet, is here 
used as a term expressive of minuteness ; and κεραία (which sig- 
nifies the small point or curve attached to some of the Hebrew 
letters) here conveys the idea of the smallest possible fragmentary 
part. 

Οὐ py, an expression formed by the union of both negative 
puticles, is an emphatic negation, and may be translated “ by 
no means,” ‘in no wise.” Two negatives in Greek strengthen 
each other. 

And, primarily signifying from, is a preposition which always 
governs the genitive case. 

An ellipsis of the noun takes place after πάντα, but may readily 
be supplied from the context. 

Ver. 19. The relative ὅς is equivalent to who; and ἐάν, though 
its primary signification is 7f, is here used instead of ἄν. Observe 
that ἦν, when added to relatives, often corresponds with our word 
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soever; ἐάν is used in the same way Mat. 8. 19, and in many 
other places : like all compounds of ἄν, it requires the subj. mood 
after it. “Av is also used indefinitely in the sense of soever, 
towards the close of this verse. 

In the second phrase of this verse observe that, contrary to 
our idiom, the words qualifying the noun (ἐντολῶν) are placed 
after it; observe likewise the illustration of a very common 
idiom in the repetition of the article (τῶν) before the adjective. 

Verbs signifying to teach are followed in Greek by the ace. 
case: see the third clause of this verse. 

Verbs signifying to call, to name, and the like, take the same 
case in Greek as that which precedes them in English; thus, 
ἐλάχιστος is in the nom. case, because the verb κληθήσεται is (in 
English) preceded by the nom. case he, understood though not 
expressed in Greek.

GrammaticaLt Remarxs.—Ver. 21. The words τοῖς ἀρχαίοις, 
being in the dative case, may be translated either to or by them 
of old time; the nature of the context seems to require the latter 
rendering. 

The adjective ἔνοχος, which in this and the following verse is 
followed by the dative case, signifies liable to, or obnoxious to. 
Elsewhere it is followed by a genitive, and signifies guilty of ; 
see 1 Co. 11. 27: both significations spring from the primary 
meaning of the verb ἐνέχομαι (of which ἔνοχος is a derivative), 
and which is a compound of ἐν in, and ἔχω to hold. Ov φονεύσεις 
is an instance of the future tense of the indicative, used instead 
of the imperative. 

Ver. 22. Here the participle (ὀργιζόμενος) preceded by the 
article is, to all intents and purposes, a noun, and the adjective 
mas, like ἕκαστος, here signifies each or every one. 

‘Paxd is a Syriac term expressive of contempt, literally sig- 
nifying empty; the word might therefore be translated “ vain 
empty fellow.” 

Mapés signifies primarily, insipid, tasteless ; see the verb μω- 
paive, in the first section. When applied metaphorically, pwpus 
signifies foolish, stupid. 

In the last clause of this verse there is an ellipsis of the verb 
βληθῆναι, to be cast. 

Ver. 23. Κατά is used with a genitive to signify shooting af 
a mark, and hence, generally, it means against; its primary sig- 
nification, however, is from, or rather, down from, with a geni-

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Ver. 24. Observe that the literal rendering of the last clause 
in this verse would be, ‘and then, having come, (ἐλθών, 2 aor.

GRAMMATICAL Remarxs.—Ver. 28. The construction of the 
second phrase in this verse is precisely analogous to that of the 
second phrase in ver. 22. Although used in such constructions 
as these in the place of nouns and pronouns, participles still 
evince their participation in the nature of verbs, by requiring the 
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same case after them as the verb whence they are derived; thus, 
in this instance, βλέπων (seeing) is followed by an accusative 
case (γυναῖκα). Observe that verbs indicating the use of the 
senses, with the exception of that of sight, govern the genitive. 
In the third phrase of this verse, observe that the article is pre- 
fixed to the infinitive, according to an idiom of very frequent 
occurrence in Greek, which permits the infinitive to be used 
substantively. 

Ver. 29. The adjective, preceded by an article, is often, for 
greater emphasis, placed after the noun it qualifies: for an ex- 
ample of this idiom, see the first clause of this verse. 

Where no uncertainty is denoted, εἰ, if, is followed by the 
indicative mood : see the first clause. 

The verb σκανδαλίζω is an immediate derivative of the noun 
σκάνδαλον, which properly signifies the stick of a trap on which 
the bait is fastened, and by means of which the animal is entrap- 
ped, for the trap springs when the stick is touched. By synec- 
doche, the word σκάνδαλον was also commonly used to denote 
a snare or trap, and hence a stumbling-block. The signification 
of the verb in this passage is doubtless ‘‘to ensnare one to the 
commission of sin.” 

Συμφέρω, which primarily signifies simply to bring together, 
is also used in a sense equivalent to our English phrase “to con- 
duce (con duco) to one’s welfare ; in this sense it is often, as in 
this verse, used impersonally (e. g. συμφέρει), and may be trans- 
lated, ‘it is advantageous, or profitable.” Observe that it is 
invariably followed by a dative. 

A peculiar emphasis is given to the adjective when, as in the 
last clause of this verse, it is made to precede the article of the 
noun it qualifies :---ὅλον τὸ σῶμα. 

Γέεννα is a corruption of two Hebrew words, signifying the 
Valley of Hinnom, which was the place in which the idolatrous 
Jews sacrificed their children, offering them by fire to Moloch. 
Hence the word is often used in the New Testament to denote 
hell-fire, or hell. 

Ver. 31. Observe that the word ὅτι is often used as introduc- 
tory to a quotation or recital, simply, as it were, to call attention 
to the fact that the words cited are those of another. 
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᾿Αποστάσιον (from ἀφίστημι, I depart) here signifies a deed or 
legal instrument of divorce. 

Ver. 32. Λόγος (from λέγω, 7 speak) signifies a word, a say- 
ing, or a discourse; and, secondly, the sudject of a discourse, the 
reason, cause, &c. Elsewhere it is used with reference to the 
second person in the ‘Trinity, the “* Word” of God. 

In the last clause of this verse, the participle (ἀπολελυμένην) 
serves to convey with great precision the same idea that, to be 
expressed in English, requires the intervention of an antecedent, 
a relative, anda verb. Observe that this participle is governed 
in the accusative case by the verb yaynon, which it precedes.

GRAMMATICAL Remarks. — Ver. 33. ᾿Αποδίδωμι is com- 
pounded of ἀπό, from (or back again), and δίδωμι, 7 give, and 
signifies to repay, restore, return, reward. ᾿Αποδίδωμι ὅρκους, 
followed, as here, by a dative, signifies, to fulfil the oaths taken 
to a person. 

Ver. 34. The verb ὀμνύειν, to swear, is commonly followed 
by the preposition κατά, see He. vi. 13, or by the accusative case 
alone: see Ja.v. 12. In this, however, and the following verses, 
the verb ὀμνύειν is followed by ἐν and the dative, which is a 
Hellenistical form of expression. 

Ver. 35. The insertion of τῶν ποδῶν αὐτοῦ (of his feet) after 
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υπυπόδιον (footstool) is contrary to our idiom, and is what gram- 
marians call a pleonasin or redundancy. 

Ver. 37. In the latter clause of this verse, τὸ περισσόν, the 
nom. of the verb ἐστιν, answers to the phrase ‘¢ whatsoever is 
more,” and is another example of the use of the neuter article in 
communicating an adverbial signification. Περισσόν, like all 
words partaking of the nature of a comparative, is followed by a 
genitive case. 

Ver. 38. ᾿Αντί is always followed by a genitive, and signifies 
for, instead of. 

Ver. 39. In composition, the signification of ἀντί is generally 
against; ἀντιστῆναι, therefore signifies to stand against, or resist. 
For the force and application of this verb, see 2 ‘Tim. 3. 8. The 
adjective πονηρός is used substantively here and in ver. 37, and 
signifies abstract evil. 

Ver. 40. τῷ θέλοντι is governed in the dative by ἄφες, a verb 
occurring in the last clause of the verse. Θέλειν, like the French 
vouloir, signifies both to will and to wish. 

᾿Αφίημι has all the range of signification that might be expected 
from its derivation (ap, from, and in, I send); it signifies not 
only to send from or away, but to dismiss, put away (as a wife), 
yield, forsake, leave, let alone, omit, remit, forgive (as sins or 
debts) ; see ver. 24; and, as in this case, to permit, suffer, or let. 

Ver. 41. ᾿Αγγαρεύω is a verb derived from the noun dyyapos, 
which signifies a royal messenger among the Persians. By a Per- 
sian law, these messengers were empowered to press ships, horses, 
and even men into the public service, when requisite, for the more 
speedy transmission of royal edicts : hence ἀγγαρεύω denotes the 
enforcement of some service or assistance.

GRAMMATICAL Remarxs.—Ver. 43. πλησίον is an adverb 
signifying near, and is here used substantively, denoting neigh- 
bour, i.e. one who is near. 

Ver. 44. Although the primary signification of ὑπέρ is above, 
over, it is used with a genitive to signify for, in behalf of, on 
account of. 

Ver. 45. The construction of the latter part of the first clause 
of this verse merits attention: observe the omission of the verb 
to be, which omission, as we have before remarked, frequently 
takes place in Greek, and requires to be supplied in English. 

*Ava, in composition, signifies up; ἀνατέλλω therefore signifies 
to arise or spring up; see Mat. 4. 16, et al.: here, however, this 
verb is used transitively (like the Hebrew conjugation Hiphil), 
signifying to cause to rise: βρέχει, which generally signifies 
simply i rains, is here used transitively in the sense of “he

Jewish synagogues, or buildings for public worship, were desig- 
nated by this term. 

πλατειῶν (broad ) is an adjective substantively used,60ay, paths, 
highways, or some such word being understood : for the meaning 
is a broad street, or open space. 

The verb daive (from φάος contr. φῶς light) primarily signi- 
fies to bring to light; hence its various meanings, to make clear, to 
display, to exhibit, to explain, &e.: in the passive it may be ren- 
dered to come to light, to be clear or manifest, to be seen, to appear. 

Ver. 7. Προσευχόμενοι, with ὑμεῖς understood, though not 
expressed, may here be said to afford an instance of the case 
absolute in the nominative ; as it is the especial province of the 
ease absolute to denote time (and cause), προσευχόμενοι must be 
rendered by the phrase “ when ye pray.” 

ἐθνικοί is a derivative of the noun ἔθνος, nation, a word com- 
monly used by the Jews in speaking of all nations except their 
own. ’Ey, in, is used in the last clause of this verse instead of 
διά, through, or ἕνεκα, on account of, for the sake of: the classics 
afford some similar instances. 

The insertion of the preposition εἰς before ἀκούω, 7 hear, gives 
an intensive signification to the verb, so that it may be rendered 
“to give heed or attend to.” 

Ver. 8. The perfect tense of some verbs is, from the nature 
of their signification, employed in Greek instead of the present ; 
thus οἶδε, although literally signifying ‘‘he has known” (being 
part of the perfect tense of εἴδω) is here used to signify “he 
knows.” It may here be observed that the root εἴδω or ἴδω, 
though it appears in the Latin, video, I see, and the Sanscrit, 
vid, to know, is completely obsolete in Greek. 

The whole phrase, ‘‘ of what things,” is here expressed by the 
simple relative ὧν. 

In the last phrase of this verse, observe, first, that the inf. 
mood, though indeclinable in itself, becomes capable of expressing 
the variations of case by means of the article, when used as a 
noun; thus the inf. τοῦ αἰτῆσαι may be considered equivalent to 
a noun in the genitive case. Observe, moreover, the exempli- 
fication of the rule that ‘‘ when the infinitive has a subject, that

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subject is in the accusative case;” ὑμᾶς, you, the subject of the 
inf. verb ask, is therefore in the accusative; but in translating 
such a phrase into English, the proncun (or noun) must be 
placed in the nominative, and the infinitive must be rendered by 
the indicative ; thus, “ ye ask.”

GRamMaticaL Remarxs.—Ver. 9, ὑμεῖς is inserted in the 
first clause of this verse for the sake of emphasis, but a personal 
pronoun when the nom. case to a verb is not commonly, as we 
have seen, expressed in Greek. 

Ver. 10. ὡς is derived from the relative és, who, which, and 
signifies the time, manner, degree, &c. in which a thing is done ; 
it is hence translated, according to the context, as, like as, as 
that, therefore, so, since, &c. In this verse ὡς may be translated 
as, and the καὶ following it here signifies also; there is an omis- 
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sion of οὔτω, sv, before καί; see Acts 7. 51, where ὡς, followed 
by καί, may be rendered “ ws—so also.” 

Ver. 11. ἐπιούσιος, an adjective here qualifying ἄρτον, bread, 
is compounded of ἐπί, upon or to, and οὐσία, a noun signifying 
that which is one’s own, one’s property or substance, the true 
nature or essence of a thing. As this adjective does not occur 
in any of the Greek classics, and seems, in fact, to have been 
framed purposely for this prayer (see Lu. xi. 3), its signification 
has been much contested: analogy seems, however, to indicate 
from its etymology, that it signifies “the bread or food necessary 
to our subsistence.” 

σήμερον is an adverb signifying to-day. 

ἄρτος, literally bread, is often used in the New Testament as a 
general term for food: see Mat. 15. 26, &e. 

Ver. 12. ἄφες, from ἀφίημι, [let go or send away: the verb 
is used in this section to signify the letting go or discharging 
from obligation (as of debt), or from penalty, as of offence and 
sin. Compare chap. v. ver. 40 of this Sermon. 

The word ὀφείλημα, literally signifying a debt, i. 6. the non- 
payment of what one owes to another, is here used in its widest 
sense to signify the non-compliance (in our actions and conduct) 
with what is strictly due from us towards God and towards man. 

καί, in the second clause of this verse, is used in its secondary 
sense, and must be translated even. 

Ver. 13. αἰών (gen. ὥνος) signifies an age, an indefinite period 
or lapse of time; the expression εἰς τοὺς αἰῶνας (literally, unto 
or throughout the ages) signifies for ever. In the New Testa- 
ment the word αἰών seems more particularly to denote the period 
of a dispensation; see Mat. xiii. 39. 

Ver. 15. Observe that in a negative proposition, where un- 
certainty is expressed, μή is the negative employed, as in the first 
clause of this verse; but οὐ or one of its compounds is used, 
as in the last clause, where no doubt is implied.

Ver. 19. The verb διορύσσω, literally to dig through, has refer- 
ence to the material of which Eastern houses were built, namely, 
of earth and hardened clay. 

The first clause of this verse is a convertible pro- 
position, that is to say, either term may with equal propriety be 
made to precede the other; thus, the eye is the light of the body, 
or, the light of the body is the eye. A proposition is known to 
be convertible when in Greek the article stands before both the 
subject and the predicate ; when the article precedes the subject 
alone, the proposition is inconvertible, and can only be expressed 
one way, as in John 1. 1, Θεὸς ἦν ὁ λόγος, the Word was God, 
which could not be rendered God was the Word, because the 
article stands only before the subject, λόγος.

Ver. 25. The particle μή is used in preference to ov, in 
conjunction with the imperative mood. When two or more 
negatives follow each other, like neither, nor, in English, some 
compound of μή, as μηδέ, is used in Greek as'the second negative, 
when μή occurs in the preceding clause; and οὐδὲ, or some other 
compound of ov, is employed in sequence to οὐ ; compare the 
usage in this respect of the two negative particles in this and in 
the following verse.

GramMATicaL Remarxks.—A preposition, besides being used 
in composition with a verb, is often repeated before the noun ; 
thus, in ver. 21 εἰς, which stands in composition with ἐλεύσεται, 
is likewise placed before the noun; so in verse 23, ἀπό both pre- 
cedes and follows the verb. 

Ver. 21. Κύριος is derived from the word κῦρος, authority, 
power, and is employed not only in reference to God, but also to 
men in power; see Mat. 20. 8; it seems more especially to indi- 
cate a possessor, master, or owner. 

Ver. 22. δυνάμεις, the plural of δύναμις, power, is a word often 
used in the New Testament, to signify wonderful and mighty 
deeds or miracles; see also Mat. 11. 20, 21, the name of the cause 
being put for the effect. The meaning of the verb προεφητεύσα- 
μεν, will be seen by reference to the correlative noun προφήτης, 
pp: 36, 37. 

Ver. 23. ὅτι has, in the sense in which it is here used, no cor- 
responding term in English; it stands in Greek like the inverted 
commas of modern languages, as significative that the sentence 
following is a precise quotation. ‘The verb γιγνώσκω, to know, is 
often used in Scripture as equivalent to the verbs to acknowledge, 
to approve, see Mat. 15. 12, &c. 

Ver. 24. πέτρα, (rock) standing in antithesis to ἄμμος, sand, 
receives the article; moreover the words τὴν πέτραν contain 
doubtless an allusion to the rock spoken of in 2 Cor. 10. 4.

Tue history of the Greek language, its position in the great 
Indo-European family of languages, and its affinities with other 
tongues, though subjects inseparably connected with the philo- 
sophical study of Greek grammar, lead to a field of investigation 
of which the limits have yet to be ascertained, and must there- 
fore be excluded from a work of which the object is to present 
the chief facts of the language in as small a compass as possible. 
There are, however, certain broad principles appertaining to 
universal grammar, under which it is more convenient to range 
the details of any particular grammar, than to represent these 
details as a series of isolated and unconnected rules. The follow- 
ing pages contain a brief but systematic recapitulation of the 
numerous grammatical rules dispersed throughout Part II. in 
illustration of the Greek text. 

The article, the noun, the pronoun, the adjective, and the par- 
ticiple, from their similarity in etymological inflexion, and often 
in syntactical construction, admit of being considered under one 
point of view. 

One general law applies to them all, namely, the agreement of 
the article, pronoun, adjective, and participle, with whatever 
noun they may happen to be connected, in gender, number, and 
case ; as οἱ πτωχοί, ““ the poor,” i.e. persons: τὸν ἔσχατον Kodpav- 
τὴν, “the last or uttermost farthing.” 

An adjective in the neuter gender, connected with a mascu- 
line or feminine noun, may at first sight appear an infraction of 
this rule ; but it will be found in such cases that the adjective is 
the predicate of the sentence, and that it agrees with some 
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other neuter noun understood but not expressed. See Mat. 
6. 34, in which the feminine noun κακία is used in conjunc- 
tion with the neuter adjective ἀρκετόν: so in 2 Cor. 2. 6, ἱκανόν 
ἡ ἐπιτιμία αὕτη, ‘this censure is sufficient :” in this construction 
the adjective generally precedes the noun. 

The article in the neuter gender, followed by a noun or pro- 
noun in the genitive case, denotes property or relation; and in 
this construction likewise the article agrees with some noun of 
neuter gender implied but not mentioned: e.g. τὸ τὴς συκῆς, 
literally “the, of the fig-tree,” an omission taking place after the 
first article which the context supplies, see Mat. 21. 21: see ° 
also Mat. xvi. 23, ra τοῦ Θεοῦ, τὰ τῶν ἀνθρώπων, that is, ‘the 
things of God, and the things of men.” 

The article performs other important functions in the Greek 
language. It has the property of communicating the nature of 
a substantive to whatever it is prefixed, whether adjective, pro- 
noun, adverb, or infinitive mood; numerous examples will be 
found in Part 11. In general the article is prefixed to nouns 
whenever any degree of emphasis or definitiveness of signification 
is implied; and in accordance with the French and Italian idiom 
which admits the article before names of celebrity, as le Tasse, il 
Tasso, the Greek article is often found before proper names. 

When possessive pronouns (ἐμός, ods, &c.) are used in Greek, 
they agree with the nouns they qualify, according to the rule 
above stated, but they generally denote some degree of emphasis, 
as TH ἐμῇ χειρί, with my own hands: the genitive of the personal 
pronouns, (ἐγώ I, ov thou, see page 14) is commonly substituted 
for the possessive pronouns, 6. g. τὸν λαόν pov, literally ‘the 
people of me,” i.e. my people. 

The relative pronoun ὅς, 7, 6, (who, which, that) agrees in 
gender and number with its antecedent, but its case may be 
governed, as in English, by some word in its own member of the 
sentence, or it may be the nominative to the verb, if no nomina- 
tive comes between it and the verb: thus, in the phrase ὁ ἀστὴρ 
ὃν εἶδον, the relative ὃν agrees with ἀστήρ in gender and number, 
but is governed in the accusative by the transitive verb εἶδον, they 
saw. In the phrase τὸ φῶς ὃ φωτίζει, ‘the light which lighteth,” 
the article is substituted for the relative, and is the nominative tc 
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the verb. It often happens, however, that the antecedent attracts 
the relative into its own case, as ἐπίστευσαν τῷ λόγῳ ᾧ (for ὃν) 
εἶπεν, “they believed the word which he said.” 

Sometimes, apparently for the sake of emphasis, the sentence 
is inverted, and the relative stands before the antecedent, as ὃν 
εἶδες ἄνδρα οὗτός ἐστιν, for οὗτός ἐστιν ὁ ἀνὴρ ὃν εἶδες. See 
2 Pet. 2. 19. 

The antecedent, especially when it is a demonstrative pronoun, 
is often omitted, and then the relative may be fitly compared to 
our compound relative what, which unites the signification of 
demonstrative and a relative, being equivalent to that which: e.g. 
ἔσῃ μάρτυς ὧν ἑώρακας, “thou shalt be a witness of what (or that 
which) thou hast seen.” 

One of the most prominent and distinctive features of the 
Greek language is the extensive use which it makes of parti- 
ciples. A participle with an article before it forms in Greek a 
complete phrase, requiring to be translated in other languages by 
means of an antecedent, a relative, and a verb; e.g. ὁ τεχθείς, ‘he 
that is born.” We often meet with a participle in Greek, where 
the analogy of other languages would lead us to expect a verb in 
the indicative, especially when two verbs occur together, of 
which the former expresses some action performed immediately 
before that denoted by the latter; e.g. ἀποκριθεὶς εἶπεν αὐτοῖς, 
literally, “‘ having answered he said to them,” i.e. ‘‘he answered 
and said to them.” 

As the variations of case often embarrass the learner, it may 
be well to reconsider what has been said on the subject. The 
primary significations of the genitive case are possession, separa- 
tion, and derivation ; it answers to the possessive case in English, 
(as ὄνομα προφήτου, “the name of a prophet”) but has a wider 
range of signification, being used after most verbs that are fol- 
lowed by the prepositions of and from in English; οἶδε ὅτι χρή- 
(ere τούτων ἁπάντων, “he knoweth that ye have need of all these 
things.” The accusative and dative cases correspond with the 
objective case in English, but the former is the direct, the latter 
the indirect object of the verb; the former implies motion, the 
latter denotes rest. Most transitive verbs govern the accusative, as 
καταλῦσαι τὸν νόμον, “to destroy the law.” Verbs which in Eng- 
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lish take after them the prepositions fo and by, generally govern 
the dative; e.g. λάμπει πᾶσι, “it gives light fo all.” Several ex- 
ceptions to these general principles are pointed out in Part II. 

The full signification of the three oblique cases will, however, 
be more apparent by examining the nature of the prepositions by 
which, in the language of grammarians, they are said to be 
governed. In the older classic writers, nouns, pronouns, τα. 
stand in their appropriate cases without the intervention of a pre- 
position ; and the frequent introduction of prepositions is a dis- 
tinguishing characteristic of all compositions belonging to the 
later periods of Greek literature. 

Four prepositions, namely, ἀντί, ἀπό, ἐκ and πρό, are never found 
in conjunction with any case but the genitive. 

ἀντί, for, instead of, e.g. ds ἀντὶ βρώσεως μιᾶς, ἀπέδοτο τὰ πρω- 
τοτόκια αὑτοῦ, “who for one morsel of meat sold his birthright.” 

ἀπό, from, away from, 6. 2. ἀφορίζει τὰ πρόβατα ἀπὸ τῶν ἐρίφων, 
“he divides the sheep from the goats ;” μάθετε ἀπ᾽ ἐμοῦ, “learn 
from me.” 

ex, out of, from out of, of, e.g. φωνὴ ἐγένετο ἐκ τῶν οὐρανῶν, 
“there came a voice from heaven ;” ἐξ ἀρχῆς, “from the begin-

or on account of,” 6. g. θλίψις ἤ διωγμὸς διὰ τὸν λόγον, “tribula- 
tion or persecution on account of the word.” 

κατά primarily denotes down, down from, down upon, also in a 
hostile sense against: 6. g. with the genitive; κατὰ τοῦ κρημνοῦ, 
‘down from the precipice *” ὁ μὴ ὧν μετ᾽ ἐμοῦ, κατ᾽ ἐμοῦ ἐστι; “he 
that is not with me is against me.” With the acc., among its 
other significations, κατά stands for “according to,” “after the 
manner of,” as κατὰ ἄνθρωπον λέγω, “I speak after the manner 
of a man.” 

ὑπέρ (Lat. super, Ital. sopra, Fr. sur, Ger. tiber) over, above, 
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(over in the sense of protection) in behalf of, for the sake of, on 
account of; e.g. with the genitive; Δεήθητε ὑμεῖς ὑπὲρ ἐμοῦ, 
“pray ye over me,” i.e. for me: εἰ ὁ Θεὸς ὑπὲρ ἡμῶν, (Sc. ἐστι) 
“if God be for us.” With acc. ὑπέρ signifies also more than, be- 
yond; e.g. ὃ φιλῶν πατέρα ἤ μητέρα ὑπὲρ ἐμέ, “he that loveth 
father or mother more than me.” 

ἐπί governs three cases, its primary signification is on, upon; 
e. g. with the genitive, ἐρχόμενον ἐπὶ τῶν νεφελῶν, ““ coming upon 
the clouds ;” ἔθηκεν ἐπὶ τοῦ σταυροῦ, “he placed upon the cross.” 
It is used in the same way with the dative, and also to denote ac- 
cession or addition to; e. g. ἐπὶ πᾶσι τούτοις, * besides all these.” 
With the ace. ἐπί is generally combined with some idea of mo- 
tion on or upon; e.g. ἐπὶ τὴν θάλασσαν περιπατοῦντα,“ walking 
on the sea.” 

pera primarily signifies in the midst, with, among, amidst; 
e.g. with the gen. καὶ οὐκέτι per αὐτοῦ περιεπάτουν, “and 
walked no more with him.” With the accus. pera likewise con- 
veys the idea of motion with its other significations, and may 
often be translated after; μετὰ δὲ τὸ ἐγερθῆναί pe, ‘after that 
I am risen again.”

mepi in the New Testament only governs the genitive and ac- 
cusative; its primary signification is around, about; with the 
gen. it expresses particularly about, concerning, respecting, on ac- 
count of ; e.g. οὗτός ἐστι περὶ οὗ ἐγὼ εἶπον, “ this is he of (or con- 
cerning) whom 1 said.” With the acc. περί likewise connects the 
idea of motion with its primary meaning; 6. g. οἱ περὶ αὐτὸν 
ἠρώτησαν, “they who were about him (or with him) asked,” &c. 
Μάρθα περιεσπῶτο περὶ πολλὴν διακονίαν, ‘‘ Martha was cumbered 
with (or about) much serving.” 

πρός governs three cases, and signifies with the gen. froma 
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place; with the dat. by, at, or near a place; and with the ace. 
motion towards or to. It is not, however, used with the gen. in 
the New Testament with the above signification ; it is followed 
by the gen. Acts 7. 34, where it signifies ‘for the advantage or 
furtherance of.’ The most frequent use of πρός is with the 
accus.; e.g. σὺ épyn πρός pe; ‘comest thou to me?” γογγυσμὸς 
πρὸς τοὺς Ἕ βραίους, “a murmuring towards, i. e. against the 
Hebrews.” ἢ 

ὑπό in the New Testament governs the gen. and accus. only, 
and signifies primarily under. With the gen. it signifies from 
under in the sense of agency or causation, by, through; ἐβαπτί- 
Covro ὑπ᾽ αὐτοῦ, “they were baptised by him.” With the accus. it 
denotes under a place, also at, during; 6. 5. ὑπὸ τὴν στέγην, 
“under the roof ;” ὑπὸ τὸν ὄρθρον, ‘at day-break.” 

One primary meaning of the dative seems to be approxima- 
tion and union; and the two prepositions which govern this case 
exclusively have this signification: ἐν corresponds with our pre- 
positions in, on, at, by: ἐν τῷ ἱερῷ, ‘in the temple ;” ἐν τῇ πόλει, 
“in the city;” ἐν Ἱερουσαλήμ, “in Jerusalem.” σύν signifies 
with in the sense of companionship and connexion ; 6. g. σὲν κυρίῳ, 
“with the Lord.” 

The preposition eis governs the accusative only, and conveys 
the idea of motion, which seems to characterise that case; εἰς 
signifies motion, into, to, towards, or upon any place, thing, 
&e. ἀναβαίνειν εἰς Ἱεροσόλυμα, “to go up to Jerusalem 3” els Ta 
ἴδια ἦλθε, “he came unto his own;” and so of time, as eis TOV 
αἰῶνα, ** for ever.” 

ἀνά also governs the ace. It signifies through, as ava μέσον 
τοῦ σίτου, “through the midst of the wheat ;” it also denotes dis- 
tribution; 6. g. ἀνὰ δύο, “two and two.” 

After the noun and its adjuncts, the next great element ot 
language is the verb. The principal rule which it subserves, 
and which ramifies through all languages, consists in its agree- 
ment with the nominative case in number and person; as οἱ 
βασιλεῖς λαμβάνουσι; ‘the kings receive 3” ἐθεραπεύθη ὁ παῖς, “the 
child was cured.” Neuter plurals, like nouns of multitude in 
English, may have verbs agreeing with them in the singular or 
plural number. According to strict Attic usage, the neuter plural 
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ought to have a plural verb only when living objects are denoted, 
but this rule is not always followed even by classic writers. 

Nouns of multitude which in English are followed by a sin- 
gular verb, are often joined in Greek to a plural verb; as 7po- 
τησαν αὐτὸν ἅπαν τὸ πλῆθος, “the whole multitude besought him.” 

The third grand element of language, namely, indeclinable 
words, (i. e. prepositions, conjunctions, and adverbs) has already 
passed under review; and as the subject presents no particular 
points of anomaly or difficulty, the reader is referred for details 
to the scattered notices in Part II, and to the lexicon. It may 
be well, however, to remind the learner, that various parts of 
speech in Greek often assume the place, and subserve the office 
of particles. Neuter adjectives, (as ταχύ, πρῶτον) and adjectives 
in the oblique cases, (as πεζῇ, ἰδίᾳ) are often used as particles. 
In the same way a noun, preceded by a preposition, frequently 
in the New Testament takes the place of a particle; thus, ἐν 
ἀληθείᾳ, in truth, is used for ἀληθῶς, truly: this idiom belongs 
likewise to the Hebrew language, but is to be found in the best 
Greek classics. 

Certain adverbial phrases are also to be met with in the New 
Testament and in Attic writers. For instance, intensity of 
degree, which in English would be denoted by the adverbs 
greatly, exceedingly, and the like, is sometimes expressed in 
Greek by the combination of the verb with its correlative noun ; 
e. g. χαρᾷ χαίρει, literally with joy he rejoices, that is to say, he 
rejoices exceedingly.* 

Many other idiomatic and peculiar forms of expression will 
present themselves in the diligent perusal of the Greek Testa- 
ment; upon these the student is advised to exercise his own 
powers of observation, and he will find himself abundantly re- 
warded for all labour expended in the study of Greek phrase- 
ology, when he acquires sufficient knowledge to comprehend the 
energy, the conciseness, the exactitude with which the most 
subtle shades and gradations of thought are expressed in this 
rich and flexible language. This knowledge is most accurately 
attained by the persevering study of the Greek Testament itself,

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which should be read in conjunction with the English or some 
other version, in order that a rigid comparison may be instituted 
between the differences in the idioms and phraseology of the two 
languages. At the same time, no Greek word should be passed 
over without strict analysis; and frequent reference should be 
made to a good lexicon, that the origin of each word, and its 
connection with other words, may be ascertained and implanted 
in the memory. 

The lexicography of the Greek language presents many points 
of interest, both on account of the facility with which whole 
classes of words may be traced to one root or parent stem, and 
also of the remarkable affinity which these roots present to the 
Sanscrit and other cognate languages. Recent researches, es- 
pecially those of German philologists, have thrown considerable 
light on this subject, and order has been discovered in the midst 
of apparent confusion.
